—Astronaut Leroy Gordon Cooper 
•lr. has his “ditty bag” packed 
and the Mercury travel agency 
has ticketed him for the most 
extensive 
round-the-world 
tour 
ever planned for an American. 
Next Tuesday, if the present 
schedule holds. Cooper will rocket 
into space on an intended 22-orbit 
mission lasting 34 hours 19 min­ 
utes. HLs only luggage will be a 
lunch box of bite-size tidbits an^ 
dehydrated food and the ditty bag 
—a packet for storing cameras 
and miscellaneous items. 
A glance at the flight plan re­ 
veals these highlights: 
Cooper's “Faith 7” spacecraft 
will travel nearly (100.000 miles 
and cover more than one million 
square miles of the earth's sur­ 
face—at altitudes ranging from IOO 
to 170 miles. 
As trooper circles the globe, he 
will traverse all areas between 
32.5 degrees north and 32.5 de­ 
grees south latitudes, which in 
the Western Hemisphere extends 
roughly from Charleston. S.C., to 
Santiago. Chile, and in the East­ 
ern Hemisphere from Shanghai. 
China, to Sydney. Australia.

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Some Post-Election Thoughts 


East Liverpool voters could do something 


about it by marking the primary of 1963 as 


the time when they saw the light and de­ 


termined to swarm the polls in future elec­ 
tions. Who knows, we might set an example 
which would get the ball rolling all over the 
state! 


Turning to the mayoral contest on the 
Democratic ticket, few had discounted the 
possibility of a Duffy victory. But there 
also were few, if they will be honest with 
themselves, who figured that the margin of 
victory would be so great — almost 2 to I. 
The vote made it quite apparent that Mr. 
Duffy has built up a solid following. He has 
made a definite favorable impression on 
registered Democrats and must be regarded 
at this bme as having the inside track for 
election in November unless the Republican 
candidate presents a strong, sensible and 
progressive program and Republican party 
leaders launch a vigorous campaign which 
not only will get GOP supporters to the polls 
in great numbers but can swing over those 
Democrats who may be on the fence. 


Mr. Duffy, by his smashing victory’, has 
thrown down the challenge. 


Two things come to mind almost instantly 
when reflecting on Tuesday’* election here: 
1.- The continued apathy toward primary 
races. 
2.- The ease with which Frank P. Duffy 
defeated his incumbent opponent, Mayor 
Bert H. Goodballet. 
Expanding on No. I, less than 4,000 of the 
city’s 8,000 eligible voters took the time to 
participate in one of our most precious 
freedoms — that of voting. 
This may have a familiar sound, since we 
have hammered at it before. But the right 
to vote looms ever larger and more im­ 
portant as the world rolls on. 
What a scream of anguish there would be 
if those who didn’t go to the polls on Tues­ 
day were told that they no longer would have 
the privilege of voting and that the 3.889 
who did cast ballots would do their thinking 
for them from now on at election time! 
Primary apathy wasn’t peculiar to East 
Liverpool. It was general throughout the 
state. And such apathy isn’t a new story. It’s 
been the rule rather than the exception over 
the years. 
But that’s all the more reason why it’s 
time for a change. 


Charlie Does A Good Job 


About 10,000 homes in East liverpool were 


visited by Charlie in the past few weeks. 


Charlie is the fictional chap in a bro­ 


chure prepared, published and distributed 
hy the Jaycees to further inform city resi­ 
dents about the proposed master plan. 


Charlie helped point out some of our prob­ 
lems and some of the ways they could be 
solved by study and action supported by 
the whole community. 
The Jaycees in their booklet have urged 
us all to be well-informed on civic matters, 
to take part in every election, to be con­ 
structive, active citizens. 


"In our community which can grow so 
much and has so much promise,” the bro­ 
chure states, “we have all the pessimists 
we need to hold us back. But through your 
help we can show them we can pull our­ 
selves up bv our own bootstraps, through uni­ 
fied effort, hard work and a few sacrifices.” 
The Jaycees have been commended in a 
letter from the state president, Richard T. 
Croyle of Lorain, who said Charlie ‘ is one 
of the best tools that I have seen come out 
of any local in a long, long time”. 
The Review echoes Mr. Croyle's summary. 
"You should all be very proud of your ef­ 
forts.”

Reports already have been cir­ 
culated about gross inadequacies of food 
The arrest of so many Negroes in the 
sight of other Negroes is certain to have 
the effect of increasing group cohesion. This 
has been one of the toughest problems for 
Negro leadership in connection wnth demon­ 


strations against denial of civil liberties— 


the fact most Negroes, having lived all their 


lives with the purpose of avoiding trouble, 
are reluctant to identify themselves with 
positive adion 
Birmingham has worsened 
its problem by trying to solve it 


Birmingham cannot put all its Negroes in 
Jail. It cannot keep the Negroes in jail it 
has put there so far. 


WHEN THE demonstrations began, offi­ 
cialdom took the short view of a long-range 
problem. As the problem stretches out and 
becomes more troublesome each day, the 
short view holds no hope. 


This is the issue of Negro rights in the 
United States. It is whether in the long 
view of their rights as guaranteed in the 
(^institution there is a place for short-view 
procedure like Birmingham’s attempt to jail 
Negroes who assert themselves

Honeybees, however, will fly no 
fanher for food than necessary, 
and they prefer the most easily 
obtainable pollen and nectar Giv­ 
en the choice, say, of white clov­ 
er or alfalfa in the same field, 
he honevlx'e will choose clover 
I he alfalfa pollen is harder to 
reach. 
Pollen preferences of honeybees 
a rt vital, because they handle 
n r*ie than h0 per cent of all the 
pollination done by insects. With­ 
out honeybees, many important 
plants would simply disappear 
About 50 cultivated plants in the 
United States require msec’ pol­ 
lination. including alfalfa, sweet 
clover, watermelons, apples and 
cucumbers.

THERE HAVE BEEN conflicts 
between the civilian and military 
viewpoints under past administra­ 
tions, too. but in a period of 
crisis in the world, it could be a 
grave mistake to change com­ 
manders 
unless 
some 
circum­ 
stance makes it absolutely neces­ 
sary. 
If there is such a circumstance, 
Congress is entitled to know it. 
If the incident was the result 
merely of a failure to please the 
secretary of defense, the country 
ought to know the risks involved. 
The simple truth is that the 
scheme for a unification of the 
armed services, which was insti­ 
tuted after World War H, has not 
worked very well. 
The Korean War was really lost 
to the West because the joint 
chiefs were unduly influenced by 
civilian pressures. 
During World War T and World 
II, on the other hand, the chiefs 
of the Army and Navy sat at the 
president’s elbow. There was no 
one between them and the com­ 
mander-in-chief. 
The purpose of Congress in 
creating the Defense Department 
primarily was to secure co-ordina­ 
tion in many matters of adminis­ 
tration, especially questioas that 
are largely of a non-military na­ 
ture. It never was intended that 
the secretary of defense would be­ 
come virtually a commander-in- 
chief of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. 
But the formula now has been 
broadened to permit the secretary 
of defense to take over many of 
the duties of the commander-in- 
chief and, in effect, decide on 
the strategy that shall be followed. 
Thus he decides, for instance, 
what weapons should be bought. 


SECRETARY MCNAMARA, it 
has just been officially stated, 
made the recommendation to Pres 
ident Kennedy that Adm.

Ix»May be appointed for only one 
year instead of the normal two- 
year term. 
High officers who dare to op­ 
pose the secretary can be de­ 
prived of promotions and other­ 
wise intimidated. It isn’t a healthy 
situation for the military opera­ 
tions of the United States.

A thorough investigation of the 
usurpation of power by the civil­ 
ians in the Defease Department, 
from top to bottom, is really need­ 
ed.

Dear Mr. King: Here is the ans 
wer to your question from a man 
who is in the vinegar business. 
“As far as I am 
concerned 
there is but one distilled vinegar 
and that is one which is made 
with grain. 


“Some vinegars are made with 
acetic acid and sugar with color­ 
ing added and I believe that is 
what people are referring to as 
yellow distilled vinegar. 
“Then, there are the apple ei­ 
der vinegars that some people 
may think are yellow but some 
brands are actually red. 
“Cider vinegars are made from 
apples. 
Recipes 
should 
either 
call for white distilled vinegar 
or apple cider vinegar. 
“White distilled vinegar can 
be used for any cleaning or for 
all purposes. Some people may 
prefer apple eider for salads, can­ 
ning, and so forth. But for myself 
I prefer white distilled vinegar 
made with grain for all purposes. 
“Some types of vinegar 
are 


stronger than others and may 
need to be weakened sometimes. 
“If distilled vinegar is made 
with grain instead of acetic acid, 
then it will state this on the 
bottle! 
“Grain vinegar is stronger and 
more expensive than acteic but 
goes much farther. 
“I hope this information will 
help you.”

ANSWER: Franklin played a most important part; many 
historians feel that without his efforts the war might have 
failed. Franklin was the son of a poor soap maker who could 
not afford to send him to school after he was IO. But the 
ambitious boy educated himself by reading. Apprenticed to a 
printer, he soon owned his own print shop and began to pub­ 
lish the Pennsylvania Gazette (which later became the Satur­ 
day Evening Post) and “Poor Richard’s Almanack,” which be­ 
came famous for its witty sayings, such as ‘‘God helps them 
who help themselves ” 
Soon Franklin became Postmaster General of the Colonies 
and as tension developed with England he was called on over 
and over to explain the American point of view. He went to 
England and tried to keep the peace but found this was im­ 
possible. Back in America, he drew up a plan for confedera­ 
tion of the colonies and helped draft the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, during the signing of which he remarked, ‘‘we 
had better hang togeiher or we will all hang separately.” 
But his greatest contribution was negotiating an alliance 
with France. Without the help France gave us, our nation 
might not have been strong enough to achieve victory.

Working Mother Problem Di*cu*»ed 


Mane than eight million mothers 
with children under IS beking to 
our waking feme. Writing in a 
magazine for March, Margaret Al­ 
brecht Grilmor 
says that be­ 
fore 
deciding 
“to work”

mother should 
ask rn a n y 
q u e stions: 
What kind of a 
job does s h e 
want — f ul L 
t i m e , part- 
t i m e , tem-Dr. Garry Meyers 
portly, seasonal or working at 
home? Part - time employment 
may be poorly paid or hard to 
find. Full-time may be wearying. 
Working at hone may give her 
more time with her children but 
not the get-away-from home feel­ 
ing she craves. While most moth­ 
ers work chiefly to earn money, 
Mrs. GiUmor observes some oth­ 
ers give as reasons present inde­ 
pendence or future security, de­ 
sire fa* higher standard of living, 
drudgery or loneliness of home­ 
making, low status of being “just 
a housewife,” satisfaction from 
w ok itself or status from a ca­ 
reer. 


IF A MOTHER wishes to work 
primarily for money, she should 
add up the cost of earning it— 
clothes, carfare, lunches, house­ 
hold help, expenses for c h i l d 
care, 
pay 
check 
deductions, 
change in her income tax bracket 


If die wants to escape house­ 
hold monotony, she may find only 
a different kind of monotony in 
certain factory jobs. Looking for 
prestige and recognition, die must 
expect to fight for it and to meet 
with the limitations which s t i l l 
hamper waking women. 
Regardless of the motive, there 
are certain considerations relative 
to success for a working mother, 
says Mrs. Gillmor — she needs 
to have her husband on her side 
and his approval of her working. 
She needs to feel peace of mind 
about the children. 
“Is it hurting the children?'’ 
may gnaw st her heart. Mrs. 
Gillmor says there’s no definite 
conclusions about this yet that ap­ 
ply to aM working mothers and 
their children, but that studies 
indicate “that if the working 
mother arranges for her young­ 
sters to have warm understand­ 
ing, proper care in her absence, 
the effect of the single facto* of 
material employment, if any, will 
be small.” 


FURTHERMORE, the waking 
mother needs to consider th e 
time and energy her employ­ 
ment win require and be willing 
to adapt herself accordingly. 
Here let me add a warning I 
have made before in this column 
to the working mother of the child 
of elementary school age — that 
he needs in her absence as de­ 
pendable protection as the pre­ 
school child and that he can’t be 
left to fend for himself.

On The Eve Of Perspective 


Hi iring the long countdown this month be­ 
fore Astronaut I <erov 
Gordon 
Cooper

launched on a 22-orbit flight around the 
earth, he will have time to muse on what 
his fellow astronauts have told him about 
space. He knows what to expect. 
When he is up there on the fringe of 
terrestrial gravity, scudding through space 
at more than 15.000 rn p h. Maj. Cooper will 
note the sam e things that impressed them­ 
selves on the awareness of his predecessors. 
The earth from which he came and to 
which he will return has been transformed 
from a level surface—the man’s eye view— 
into a sphere.

“THE (iOVERNMENT have - 
reluctantly, it is true — adopted

But posi­ 
tive m easures are m ore noecs- 
sary. This m eans that persistent 
efforts have to be m ade in the 
educational and social fields to 
fit the im m igrants into their new 
surroundings.
